FAILURE TO FIND EVIDENCE 


THAT WHITE SOUGHT TO IENEW HIS

Responsible for the Sudden Con- 


templated Change on Part of 


Thaw's Lawyers 


New York, July 7.—Intimations are 


heard today that the 
detense • may 


have to change its present plans in 
the fight for

Thaw, charged 
with the murder of 


Stanford White and instead of trying 
to prove emotional insanity will ask 
for the appointment of a commission 
to ascertain if Thaw is 
sane.

plete failure of the counsel for Thaw 
to unearth any 
real 
evidence that 


White sought to renew his former re- 
lations with Mrs. Thaw 
after

marriage. 


Former Judrre Olcott admits

no evidence of that character has been 
found. 
Unless such evidence can be 


found it robs the 
defense 
of 
any 


chance to plead justification or emo- 
tional insanity. The revelations that^ 
Thaw employed detectives to shadow ] 
White for many months robbed the 
defense again in a plea for justifica- 
tion. Dr. Hamilton, the alienist, spent 
an hour with Thaw yesterdayr-*s~w&f."

WHITE'S WIDOW 


Receives Check for a Large 


Sum from .Equitable 


Insurance Co, 


New York, July 7.—The widow o 


Stanford White was paid by the Equit- 
able ?149,040, which was the value of 
a single policy Mr. White had carried 
on his life for 
a number of years. 


There arc several policies for com- 
paratively small amounts issued by 
the Equitable on the life of Mr. White 
on which no claim for payment has yet 
been presented.

St. Petersburg, July 7.—The reve-a- 


tion of alleged admissions made by 
Minister of Finance Kokovsoff, in the 
budget commission, about the padding 
of estimates for 
the liquidation of 


war expenses in order to be able to 
extract a 
larger 
loan 
from 
the 


foreign 
markets, 
created 
an 
im- 


mense sensation in Russia. 
The dis- 


closures were eagerly discussed in the 
ocrridors of the 
chamber, where It 


was declared that if the statements 
of the commission were true it placed 
Russian financial methods on a par 
with those of mushroom South Ameri- 
can republics and 
would undermine 


the confidence of foreign financiers in 
the old guard now managing Russian 
finances and immensely complicate fu- 
ture credit operations. All this natur- 
aly is fish for the net of the Consti- 
tutional Democrats, who see in the 
revelations the brightest prospect for 
forcing the transfer of administrative 
power to a responsible cabinet. 


All of the moves of the- Constitution- 


al Democrats point to a realization of 
their expectation that they may soon 
be entrusted with the full responsi- 
bility of government unhampered by 
a bureaucratic ministry. The speeches 
of floof leader Nabouloff and others 
on Thursday, during the debate on the 
Sidelnikoff incident, show that the de- 
cision to break with the extremists 
and Socialists 
has been definitely 


taken and that the party leaders are 
now looking foi-ward to constructive 
work in place of merely destructive 
criticism of everything governmental. 


Arms Smuggled Into Russia. 


Berlin, 
July 7.—The 
increasing 


smuggling of arms from Germany into 
Russia along the coast has caused the 
Russian government to sharpen its 
watchfulness. The

azette published the substance of a 


communication from the Russian em- 
Dassy here to 'the effect that Russian 
warships have been, ordered to assist 
the revenue cutters in pursuing and 
arresting all vessels within the three- 
mile limit which are suspected of 
laving contraband on board. But, it 
s added, -all seizures will be made in 
accordance with, the provisions of in- 
;ernational lav/.

Allen had a narrow escape 
from 


death by drowning, the winds 
that 


prevailed Wednesday 
having 
blown 


his balloon a long distance from shore. 
Until news of his arrival here became 
known it was thought that he had 
met his death, since it was known that 
at the last time he wn« sighted on 
Wednesday night he was trove' ing out 
at sea. 


That Allen is alive today is due 


wholly to a fortunate 
shift of the 


wind. 
When he made liis ascension 


at Providence on Wednesday the wind 
was hlewing a brisk breeze from the 
southwest. 
The aeronaut was carried 


in his balloon in a northeasterly di- 
rection and passed over the town of 
4ttleboro.

an 'aesthetic sense' which 'embodies 
of necessity and something more of 
luxury," should find the product 'whole- 
some/ the yards 'generally clean," and 
the inspection 'efficient," seems to your 
committee to cover the situation. As 
a result of this investigation we oui- 
selves have no hesitancy in stating 
that the meat products at the yards 
are wholesome and proper food. We 
find that the companies have been im- 
proving the conditions and products 
from year to year, that improvements 
are constantly being made and will 
be made, and we believe that the con- 
ditions and surroundings at the plants 
carefully protect the quality of the 
product'' 


The experts who accompanied the 


committee were: 
Dr. W. A. Evans, 


professor of pathology, university of 
Illinois: Dr. Maximilian Herzog. late 
pathologist, bureau of science of Man- 
ila. P. I.: Dr. M. P. Ravenel. patholo- 
gist to the Phipps institute. Philadel- 
phia: Prof. A. T. Peters. V. S.. univer- 
sity of Nebraska, and Prof. M. H. Rey- 
nolds. V. S., university of Minnesota, 
ail eminent specialists.

Under this stress, Governor Harris 


is ably assisted by his secretary, 
Samuel J. Flickinger, the well known 
Ohio newspaper man. During the first 
week of this kind of work "Flick" 
was as busy as a nailer putting things 
in order for systematic disposal by 
the governor, and he took to the work 
quite as naturally as though he were 
brought up in the executive office in- 
stead of in the sanctum sanctorum of 
the press.

About the most troublesome bridge 


to get across is that set up by the 
state fire marshal, D. S. Creamer, by 
appointing his staff without consulting 
the governor. 
The newspapers have 


been so replete with reports of this 
imbroglio that it is not necessary to 
repeat all the details here. By throw- 
ing out 16 Republican appointees and 
substituting in their stead 11 Demo- 
crats and one Republican, Mr. Cream- 
er brought on the first crisis under 
the new administration. 
Republican 


leaders want the governor to remove 
Creamer so that the places may again 
be filled by Republicans — possibly to 
reinstate those removed, or a part ol 
them The governor referred the mat- 
etr to the attorney general for advice. 
It is contended that the governor has 
power to remove Creamer because his 
appointment 
is not 
yet confirmed. 


This rule -would apply to all the Pat- 
tison employes. W. L. Finley, the oil 
inspector, has quite as large a staff 
of deputies as the fire marshal.

difference in their cases is that Finley 
had his deputies named and in service 
before the change of administration.
